Fif^hting back hard all the time 
they wore forred to yoild to the im- 
pctuouH oiiHliiiiKlits of the red and 
white t('um. The cool jud^tMiient of 
McKveiiuc at nuaortcr back. The 
tierce bucks of Watcrous and Matbc- 
son, the speed of Laing and Lewis, 
the kicking and catching ot the Mc- 
Gill backs and the deadly tackling of 
the wing line, were all factors in 
winning the victory on Saturday af- 
ternoon.

The M'cGill wing 
men refused to give ground and in 
the third quarter when Varsity were 
witliiii four yards of the line and 
were scinu'linw or otlier given four 
downs tli('> were iinablc to make 
their yards. Their four man buck 
would hit the McGill line and crum- 
ple to pieces before the smashing 
tackles of the McCiill men. Camplicll

Me(;ill on Saturday played a win 
ning game from start to finish. They 
were on the offensive nearly all the 
time and they showed their superior- 
ity all along the line. Varsity never 
knew what .Me(;ill svas goiiii; to do 
next. They were unable to fathom 
the trick plays of the red and white 
team. The rapid succession of bucks 
crlscrnsscs and kicks together with 
the following-tip of the lino dazod 
and bewildered them. 

Kignring for some reason or other 
that Paisley was the weak spot on 
the hack division they kept kickini; 
to him and in consequence were. bad- 
ly stung. Pep caught them all with 
unfailing regularity.
